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TAKING THEIR 
COMMISSION 


The Department of 
Homelessness and Supportive 
Housing may acquire more 
oversight.

It’s been three years almost to 
the day since the City of San Francisco 
created its Department on Homeless- 
ness and Supportive Housing with the 
goals of better serving its homeless pop- 
ulation and reducing the number of peo- 
ple living on the streets. It’s had some 
success: Several new Navigation Centers 
have opened, although two have also 
closed. The department helped launch 
the Healthy Streets Operations Center to 
collaborate with other city agencies — 
even though it’s largely police and Public 
Works employees who respond to calls. 
And it conducts and monitors the bian- 
nual Homeless Point-in-Time Count — 
although this year’s numbers leave a lot 
up to interpretation. 


Now it appears the Department 
may get a commission to better over- 
see its spending and policy decisions, 
and to provide transparency. This is a 
common practice for any city depart- 
ment with a budget of $10 million or 
more a year; the Police Department 
has a commission, as do the Fire De- 
partment, Planning Department, the 
airport, and so on. The Department of 
Homelessness and Supportive Housing 
has asked for $364.6 million for 2019- 
20 — an $80 million increase over the 
last fiscal year. 

“Instead of a formal streamlined 
approach to oversight and governance, 
the department has six different 
advisory committees — five that are 
currently operating — that have advi- 
sory functions relating to a particular 
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narrow piece of the overall system,” 
explains Supervisor Matt Haney, who 
drafted the ordinance for the com- 
mission. “The result is a patchwork, 
unwieldy, unpredictable, burdensome 
structure that fails to provide effective 
oversight. No one, including the de- 
partment, thinks that this is working.” 
Commissions play a vital role in San 
Francisco’s democracy. Their public 
meetings are often the central place to 
lodge a complaint, voice an opinion, 
or get clarification on an issue without 
having to directly interface with busy 
department staff. The seats are seldom 
held by elected officials, but instead 
are appointed based on their areas of 
expertise. In this case, the mayor will 
appoint three of the seats, the Board of 
Supervisors three more, and the Con-

troller has a pick of one. An ideal com- 
mission for this board, for example, 
would include at least one frontline 
worker, and one or more seats held by 
someone who has or is currently expe- 
riencing homelessness. 

While the hearing on Monday to 
approve the ordinance drew a crowd 
that was fairly unanimous in its sup- 
port for more oversight, everyone who 
spoke did so carefully, not directly 
slamming the Department of Home- 
lessness — which allocates money to 
many nonprofit organizations. 

Malea Chavez, Co-Chair of HESPA 
(Homeless Emergency Service Provid- 
ers Association), spoke as a representa- 
tive of more than 30 homeless service 
providers. 

“As providers, we’re constantly 
asked to be more accountable,” she 
said. “We should be able to expect the 
same of the Department. We’ve asked 
for policy updates — like progress on 
expanding the criteria for pregnant 
women to be eligible for life-saving 
services — for years, but have no idea 
where and when decisions will be 
made.” 

Others spoke to the lack of voice 
that many unhoused people have in 
the decisions made around their care. 

“We need to be able to get answers 
from department heads. We need a 
venue where the department can hear 
directly from citizens, and that venue 
doesn’t currently exist now,’ said Del 
Seymour, a formerly homeless Tender- 
loin resident and longtime advocate 
for the unhoused. “Homeless people 
should have a commission like every- 
one else. Unhoused citizens shouldn't 
be treated any less than anyone else. 
We just don’t have enough power.” 

The only opposition to the commis- 
sion came — somewhat surprisingly 
— from the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce. Jay Cheng, who spoke 
on behalf of the Chamber, argued that 
more oversight would slow progress, 
citing the recent efforts made by the 
Board of Supervisors after the Airport 
Commission refused to handle the re- 
naming of the Harvey Milk Terminal. 

It was a wildly hypocritical state- 
ment, as the Chamber — which led the 
opposition to last November’s Propo- 
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sition C measure to tax businesses for 
additional homeless funding — used 
the excuse of the department’s lack of 
oversight as its key argument. 

“By the city’s own admission, 
there has been insufficient oversight, 
infrequent audits and no centralized 
system for tracking services provided 
by and the performance of the dozens 
of agencies receiving city money to 
address homelessness,” their No On C 
website states. 

“T do find it a bit ironic that the 
same folks who opposed Prop. C with 
the line ‘no accountability, no plan’ and 
put us in this situation are now saying 
that they don’t want accountability 
or additional oversight,” Haney shot 
back. “Maybe if we had this commis- 
sion, Prop. C would have gotten that 
two-thirds [of the vote] because we 
wouldn’t have been so susceptible to 
the argument that the other side is 
now making.” 

And the argument that commis- 
sions slow down departments’ abilities 
to make decisions and institute change 
isn’t — as Hospitality House’s Joe Wil- 
son pointed out — always a bad thing. 

“There are those of us in S.F. who 
have some recollection of the ’60s and 
°70s with the redevelopment of the 
Fillmore, which happened very quickly, 
and we know the results there,” he 
said. “We don’t want to act precipitous- 
ly here. We want to make sure that if in 
fact we need to slow things down when 
necessary we do that. Sometimes it’s 
messy. But we can handle it. 

“The alternative that people don’t 
get to feel like they have a voice, well 
that’s worse,” Wilson added. 

The ordinance to create the com- 
mission will be heard by the full Board 
of Supervisors on July 16. If it receives 
six votes of support — and it already 
has five locked down — it will be sent 
to the voters this November. If it then 
receives a majority vote of more than 
50 percent, the Department of Home- 
lessness will receive a commission, 
finally setting it on the same level as 
every other city department with a 
sizable budget. 
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Can!collect 
from acar wash 
collision?

This week’s question comes from Karen 
in the East Bay, who writes: 


Q: “Chris, Ineed your advice. I took my car 
to a neighborhood car wash. While I was 
going through the wash, the car behind 
me accelerated and rear-ended my car. At 
the time, I was reaching for papers in the 
glove compartment. The force from the 
collision, while not great, was enough to 
shove my head into the dashboard. I 
ended up with a nasty gash above my eye 
that required stitches and may leave a per- 
manent scar. I also suffered a neck injury, 
which hopefully will heal through physical 
therapy. I don’t know how the driver of 
the car behind me hit me. It might not 
matter. He doesn’t have car insurance. 
The car wash owner claims he has no re- 
sponsibility because there was nothing 
wrong with the car wash’s machinery. My 
friends joke that I got into a collision in- 
side a car wash. Iam not laughing. Incredi- 
bly, [am already looking at more than 
$10,000 in hospital and medical bills. 
What should I do?” 


A: Karen, lam sorry to learn of your inju- 
ries and how others have reacted. Often, 
an accident that can appear to some as 
only having caused a minor injury can ac- 
tually have resulted in a significant injury. 


At the outset, is there a police re- 
port? If not, go to the station nearest 
the car wash and have them fill one 
out. Insurance company that handle 
auto-related claims will want to see a 
police report. 

You should reach out to the car 
wash’s liability insurance company. The 
manager should be able to give you that 
contact information. Since the incident 
occurred on their property, they most 
likely have medical payments coverage, 
which helps defray medical bills, re- 
gardless of who is at fault, for injuries 
suffered on the premises. There is no 
deductible for this coverage. Call now 
to get this benefit so your credit doesn’t 
get hurt for unpaid medical bills. 


Hopefully you had auto insurance on 
your vehicle. Auto insurance falls into 
five basic categories: liability coverage, 
comprehensive coverage, collision 
coverage, uninsured/underinsured mo- 
torist coverage and medical payments 
coverage. 

Liability insurance covers a driver 
who causes an accident. Comprehensive 
insurance covers damage or loss due 
to a non-accident, such as theft, falling 
trees and cracked windshields. Neither

liability nor comprehensive coverage 
applies in your situation. However, the 
other three types of auto insurance, to 
the extent that your purchased them, 
are relevant. 


Collision insurance repairs or replac- 
es your car if it is damaged in an acci- 
dent regardless of who is at fault. Your 
collision policy should cover the damage 
to your car, minus your deductible. If 
you get hit by an at-fault driver who has 
no insurance or inadequate insurance, 
uninsured/underinsured motorist 
coverage may pick up the difference to 
the level of your coverage. Uninsured/ 
underinsured coverage will compensate 
you for past and future medical expens- 
es, lost wages and your physical and 
emotional pain and suffering. 


If your auto policy includes med- 
ical payments insurance, your auto 
carrier may help pay off some of your 
outstanding bills. Make sure that you 
confirm the limits and procedures for 
receiving reimbursement from your 
carrier. 


Karen, I also suggest you consult 
with an experienced trial attorney to 
review your case. The damages you 
suffered may exceed the various vehicle 
policies particularly if you need plastic 
surgery to remove the scar above your 
eye or your neck requires injections or 
surgery. The culpability, if any, of the 


business needs to be evaluated. 


Under California Civil Code, Section 
1714, “Everyone is responsible, not only 
for the result of his or her willful acts, 
but also for any injury occasioned to 
another by his or her want of ordinary 
care or skill in the management of his or 
her property or person ...” 


All businesses owe a duty to protect 
their customers from unreasonable 
risk of harm or injury. It’s imperative 
that car washes inform customers — 
through either clear, visible signage or 
an attendant — when to enter, stop and 
place their vehicle into either neutral or 
park. Believe it or not, we have handled 
several serious car wash injury cases 
involving injury to the attendant as well 
as those involving harm to the drivers. 
In the wrong combination, cars, water, 
soap and machinery can be deadly. 


A skilled trial lawyer should put the 
car wash on notice that an investigation 
is underway and request that all video 
and photos taken on the date of your 
injury be preserved. They should also 
inspect the car wash and develop a clear 
understanding of how the collision 
occurred. 


This doesn’t require a law degree, 
just the cost of a car wash. An iPhone 
or GoPro can record the signage and 
sequencing. Often, car washes video 


record their operations. Your attorney 
should evaluate whether clear warning 
signs were displayed at drivers’ eye level 
at the entrance to the car wash. Were 
the instructions only in English? As we 
live in a multi-lingual society, the issue 
of language should be evaluated along 
with whether there was an attendant 
stationed near the entrance of the car 
wash to confirm the driver saw and un- 
derstood the instructions and put the 
car in neutral. 


We have seen situations where, in a 
fully automated system, the light said 
enter before the car in front had cleared 
the wash. We have also seen situations 
where the car wash attendant, being 
distracted, kept waiving a car to keep 
proceeding forward as the car hit the 
one in front of it. Likewise, we have 
seen situations where people feel the 
bump of the roller and, having left the 
car in drive, hit the gas (thinking they 
were breaking) slamming into the car in 
front of them. 


Karen, I hope that you heal quickly. 
In the meantime, follow the instruc- 
tions above to best protect and preserve 
your rights.

The Brief, 
Wasteful 
Life of Vape 
Cartridges 


As vaporizers and oil products 
become increasingly popular, more and 
more cartridges have flooded the mar- 
ket. Bay Area dispensaries dedicate en- 
tire walls to pods filled with Sour Diesel 
and Sunset Sherbet. Although oil car- 
tridges may be flying out the door, Fire- 
fly’s Steve Berg is working on a way to 
encourage customers to bring them 
back. 

The first thing you should know 
about Firefly is that their products 


don’t currently use disposable oil pods. 


As they’re known for their eponymous 
reusable vaporizer, you might wonder 
why Firefly is so invested in finding 
sustainable cartridges. While Berg em- 
phasizes the company’s environmen- 
talism, he also confirms that Firefly 
has plans. 

“In terms of the folks that work at 


Firefly, we do feel strongly about the 
sustainability principle,” Berg says. 
“That said, we do plan to introduce oil 
vape cartridge-type devices as well.” 

California regulations do not cur- 
rently allow for materials containing 
THC to be returned to a dispensary 
for reuse later. Pointing to the state’s 
track-and-trace program — a meticu- 
lous and demanding system that tracks 
each stage of a cannabis plant from 
seed to sale — Berg suggests that the 
process should allow for an additional 
step, whereby a customer could return 
spent vaporizer cartridges to a desig- 
nated recycling receptacle. 

The problem is that even if sucha 
recycling program were to be imple- 
mented, it would presently still run 
afoul of stipulations that dispensa- 
ries cannot accept any THC 
products from 
outside of the 
track-and-trace 
system. Such 
questions leave 
current recy- 
cling programs 
— like the one 
that popular 
disposable vape 
pen company 
Dosist already 
offers — ina 
legal gray area. 
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For now, it’s up to each dispensary to 
interpret whether or not taking back 
a used Dosist pen breaks the rules. By 
extension, any shop that supports the 
eco-conscious cause is in danger of a 
citation or getting shut down by regu- 
lators (unlikely, but not impossible). 

“Dispensaries risk running afoul of 
regulations if they take cartridges back 
across the counter the ‘wrong way, ” 
Berg says. “From Firefly’s perspective, 
state regulations need to accommo- 
date the kind of scenario whereby a 
vape cart could be returned to a dis- 
pensary and recycled.” 

Single-use vaporizer cartridges are 
but one of several sustainability issues 
the cannabis industry faces. Another is 
the inability to recycle all the various 
types of child-proof packaging that 
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come with every cannabis product you 
purchase in California. It’s a conflict of 
values, pitting safety against ecological 
awareness. 

Proposed solutions vary. One idea 
would be an incentive program that 
allows for some kind of credit or re- 
ward to be issued each time a customer 
returns a spent cartridge or a product’s 
child-proof packaging. Dispensaries 
could plausibly be reimbursed through 
a fund derived from taxes collected on 
cannabis purchases. Another option 
would be to use the same source of 
funds to subsidize companies that 
make biodegradable packaging, in an 
effort to ensure the industry doesn’t 
build its foundation on cheap, import- 
ed plastic. 

Tired of waiting for 
results, Berg and Firefly 
hired a lobbyist. So far, 
they’ve worked to secure 
regulatory changes in 
Colorado and California. 
While it’s not yet possible 
to recycle vaporizer prod- 
ucts here in the Golden 
State, they have had suc- 
cess with our neighbor to 
the east. 

“In Colorado, we went 
as far as to propose new 
language for the Sunset 
Bill this year,” Berg says. 
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“Tt was received and accepted and ac- 
tually put into the bill that Governor 
Polis recently signed off on. Our ex- 
pectation is that come January 2020, 
dispensaries in Colorado will indeed be 
able to take spent vaporization carts 
back for recycling.” 

Fresh off their success, Firefly now 
hopes to make similar changes to Cali- 
fornia’s regulations. Berg is optimistic, 
noting that if something works in 
Colorado, you can bet other states are 
taking note. 

“When you look at cannabis laws 
and regulations,’ Berg explains, “states 
learn from the successes and failures 
of those who have gone before them. 
Given so much of the regulatory 
framework of many states borrows 
from Colorado, particularly, as the 
most mature of the recreational states, 
you do see things that work well there 
getting emulated in other jurisdictions. 
By being successful in Colorado with 
this initiative, we’re hoping to see that 
emulated in California. We hope this 
will become the exemplar that others 
will follow.” 
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Gigs, Interrupted 


A new State bill could completely reframe the gig economy. What would this mean for workers?

They drive us to and from work, 
walk our dogs, and deliver our food. They 
fix our toilets, run our errands, and clean 
our houses. In San Francisco — where 
tens of thousands of young, wealthy peo- 
ple work long hours — the ease of inter- 
facing with an app to manage the 
mundanity of everyday life is pervasive. 

And it’s not all one-sided. Thanks 
to the so-called gig economy, single 
parents can drop off corporate lunches 
through Postmates while their children 
are at school, college kids can walk 
dogs through Wag when they’re not 
studying for exams, and people strug- 
gling to find work in rural areas can 
head to the big city for a weekend of 
Uber driving to pay the bills. From se- 
niors supplementing fixed incomes to 
new immigrants trying to make ends 
meet, the gig economy has opened 
doors and allowed people to earn mon- 
ey with a flexibility that didn’t used to 
exist. 

The gig economy emerged after 





the recession, when companies were 
cutting jobs to make ends meet. While 
people laid off from their old positions 
struggled to find new work, sites like 
TaskRabbit, Lyft, Uber, Care2, and 
DogVacay stepped in to fill the gap. It 
was excellent timing; there was a pleth- 
ora of people desperate to earn money, 
and a sudden market that would pay 
them for skills they already possessed. 
But as with almost every conve- 
nience we adopt, this one comes with 
consequences. While Uber drivers 
make an average of $10.87 an hour, 
the company that controls their mar- 
ket brought in $11.27 billion in reve- 
nue in 2018 (and still lost $1.8 billion 
for the year). And in the wake of both 
Uber and Lyft going public, drivers are 
starting to raise their voices about the 
lack of control they have over their 
contracts and their declining wages. A 
new advocacy organization founded by 
drivers called Gig Workers Rising has 
begun mobilizing its members to speak 
up at San Francisco’s City Hall, in Sac- 
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ramento, and to the press. 

There is a big reason the conver- 
sation has picked up recently. This 
month, California legislators will 
review a bill that could turn the gig 
economy as we know it on its head. 
Assembly Bill 5 would create a new set 
of rules to determine whether or not 
someone is an employee of a company. 
As written, it’s pretty clear: Contract 
workers must be “free from the control 
and direction of the hiring entity,” 
must perform work that is not key to 
the company’s core business, and have 
to have provable experience in a trade 
— for example, to have a registered 
business as an accountant. 

For example, a professional graphic 
designer hired as a contractor to design 
a flyer for a jazz festival would be easily 
identified as a non-employee. But what 
about the tens of thousands of San 
Francisco drivers who make up Uber 
and Lyft’s main business model? Under 
AB 5, they’d definitely be classified as 
employees.

If passed, this bill could undo the 
entire basis of the gig economy as we 
know it. 

As can be expected, Lyft and Uber 
are scrambling to simultaneously shut 
AB 5 down and come up with some 
compromises. If they’re not forced to 
hire their drivers, they say they'd es- 
tablish a minimum pay rate, and even 
establish a fund for paid time off and 
sick leave. 

“The goal is to preserve drivers’ 
independence while guaranteeing a 
minimum-earnings floor, establishing 
worker-directed portable benefits, and 
creating a new association in partner- 
ship with labor groups to administer 
the benefits that best meet driver’s 
individual needs,” Lyft said in a state- 
ment. 

It’s an improvement, but still no- 
where near the benefits drivers would 
receive if they were brought on as 
employees. San Francisco’s minimum 
wage is $15 an hour, and state law re- 
quires that full-time employees receive 


health insurance, unemployment, and 
Social Security benefits. 

And AB 5 could have massive rip- 
ple effects. It looks to codify a 2018 
California Supreme Court ruling, re- 
ferred to as Dynamex, that has already 
re-classified other workers like local 
strippers — negatively, they say. 

The law’s passing could also have 
implications nationwide. California has 
the largest economy in the country and 
is headquarters to the vast majority of 
gig economy companies. If we passed 
such a law, what would stop other 
states from following suit? 

San Francisco supervisors will soon 
vote on whether or not to endorse AB 
5 — a largely symbolic move, as it’s 
currently wending its way through 
Sacramento. But with Lyft and Uber 
based here, that vote still carries a lot 
of weight. 

And barring any dramatic changes 
at the state level, it seems likely it will 
pass. 

“Fundamentally, this issue is about 
inequality, about unequal protections 
for workers in emerging industries, 
and unequal pay and treatment for a 
growing and increasingly vulnerable 
workforce,’ Supervisor Gordon Mar 
said at a recent hearing on the issue. 
“Technology and innovation should act 
in service to society, but instead we see 
our economy, our streets, our working 
class, and our regulations wholly dis- 
rupted by the gig economy, often in 
benefit to few and harm to many.” 

Supervisor Rafael Mandelman is 
also on board. 

“Our city has fostered the growth 
of numerous gig industry giants, and 
is home to more than 100 gig compa- 
nies,’ he said. “The prospect of AB 5’s 
passage poses significant implications 
for the thousands of residents and vis- 
itors those companies employ, and San 
Francisco should be fully engaged in 
protecting the rights of gig workers.” 

While politicians are finally catch- 
ing up, gig workers themselves are 
also no longer sitting on the sidelines. 
They re organizing, speaking up, and 
making waves. This week, we handed 
the mic over to several people who pay 
their bills through gig work, to better 
learn exactly what they'd like to see 
change in the economy they helped 
build. 
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Antioch resident Steve Gregg 
has put in his time as a driver. With more 
than 14,000 rides under his belt, he’s 
seen the industry change dramatically, 
with serious consequences. 

“Drivers are struggling. We have no 
health benefits and are grossly, illegal- 
ly, underpaid,” Gregg says. “Despite 
working between 60 and 80 hours 
per week I currently cannot afford to 
see a doctor to get a prescription for 
basic blood pressure meds without 
jeopardizing my ability to keep a roof 
over my kids’ heads. Just imagine for a 
moment how that feels.” 

Thus far, Gregg has felt alone in his 
plight — until he teamed up with Gig 
Workers Rising. Now, drivers are call- 
ing on politicians to demand Uber and 
Lyft treat its drivers as employees. 

“From what I’ve seen, government 
at all levels — city, state, and federal 
— have allowed and even supported 
the exploitation that Lyft and Uber 
have perpetrated on the workers of 
this country through tax breaks and 
incentives,’ Gregg says. “San Francisco 
has a long history of protecting its 
workers and community members. 
Now is our chance to continue that 
legacy and hold these companies ac- 
countable. 

“We need to shine a light on the 
problem and bring greed and corporate 
oligarchy out of the shadows,” he adds. 


“T used to be able to work a 40- 
hour work week,” begins a man who goes 
by Goodwil. “T used to be able to go 
home, feel good, feel happy, hang out 
with my friends, go out to dinner, and 
work out. Now [have no time to do any 
of that. By the time I get home I’m ex- 
hausted, because I’ve been putting in 60 
to 80 hours a week making the same 
money I made two years ago.” 

The fifth-generation Bay Area native 
says he used to enjoy the gig, but now 
he feels “like a slave,” with no power 
over his work. 

“Imagine just a second you wake 
up one morning and prepare to go to 
work, and you can’t open your app 
until you agree to something, some 
changes,” he says. “They tell you what 
you can and can't do. You have no 
say in it. There’s no notice — it’s that 
morning. And if you don’t accept it you 
can't drive.” 

The fear of deactivation is constant, 
and Goodwil worries he’s going to lose 
his livelihood. It’s starting to have 
an impact on his health. “I’m losing 
weight, I have no energy, I’m exhaust- 
ed,” he says. “Uber and Lyft are decep- 
tive. They use bait-and-switch tactics. 
There’s price-fixing. There’s collusion 
between the companies. We need to 
stand up for ourselves.”

If not for a devastating war that 
has killed more than 17,000 civilians, Al 
Aloudi would still be a librarian in Ye- 
men. That changed in 2009, when he be- 
came one of tens of thousands who fled 
the country’s military offensive against 
rebels. 

Aloudi arrived in the Bay Area 
with two kids, thinking it would bea 
temporary home — but soon realized 
he would need more than small gigs. 
Though he had a Bachelors degree from 
a university in Yemen, it was not of use 
in the U.S., and he felt his time to ob- 
tain another one here had passed. 

“When anyone comes to this coun- 
try, you don't have a lot of options,” 
says Aloudi, who now has four children 
under the age of 12. “You don’t know 
the language. You don’t know people.” 

He began his driving career as a 
cabbie in Daly City and along the Pen- 
insula in 2010. But the timing of his 
12-hour shifts beginning at 4 a.m. was 
far from convenient, especially with 
children to pick up from school. The 
work flexibility he craved still eluded 
him — until he heard about a new 
driving opportunity with a company 
called Uber in 2013. 

With Uber and later Lyft came easy 
money and little stress. But in 2016, 
cuts to drivers wages began, and have 
continued since. 

“With no permission from us, they 
changed the rules,” says Aloudi, who is 
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now 34 years old. “I’m just not feeling 
with these guys we are partners. All 
the decisions come from them all the 
time and we have to follow the rules. 
We have no benefits, no voice.” 

Aloudi says he went from making 
$6,000 or $7,000 a month to less than 
$3,000, even while going from a five- 
day work week to seven, missing out 
on weekends with his children. The 
ever-changing policies and new wage 
formulas have forced Aloudi to work 
inconvenient hours that begin around 
4 a.m. He only stops driving when the 
app cuts him off after 12 hours. 

“When I get home, they’re sleep- 
ing,” Aloudi says of his four kids. “They 
ask, ‘Give me a hug, give mea hug,’ 
because all the time I’m out. It’s a big 
challenge for me every time.” 

Today, Aloudi struggles to pay for 
two car payments and insurance need- 
ed in order to be a driver — including 
the luxury SUV he bought in 2017 
specifically for Uber Select — on top 
of supporting four young children, his 
wife, and his mother in Hunters Point. 

“If you count your time and how 
much you're spending every month, 
you see how you're barely living,” Alou- 
di says. “Every month, I’m thinking to

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leave and do something else but now 
driving is my thing. I have no option.” 


For the past two years Jimmy, a 
kitchen worker at a local brewery, has 
been supplementing his income with 
shifts he picks up through Pared and In- 
stawork — two apps that connect service 
industry workers with restaurants in 
need of short-term help. If someone calls 
in sick, quits on short notice, or if there’s 
a particularly large reservation that 
night, managers can post a listing on the 
app with the pay and hours needed, and 
workers can sign up for the job. 

Jimmy tends to take advantage of 
the extra shifts toward the end of the 
month. 

“It’s really difficult living in San 
Francisco and being able to afford 
stuff,” he says. “Anytime I get the op- 
portunity to make some side money 
it’s really enticing, especially because 
I don’t get paid that well working my 
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other jobs.” 

Unlike Uber and Lyft, the amount a 
gig worker makes through the apps is 
predetermined, with no surprises. On 
holidays in particular, it can be incred- 
ibly lucrative. 

“On Valentine’s Day last year, I 
picked up a shift for $31 an hour,” Jim- 
my says. “But as the platform gets sat- 
urated the amount of money you get 
is less, and I feel like it’s harder to get 
gigs. They post them up, and within 
three or four seconds they’re gone.” 

The gigs can be far more lucrative 
than, say, driving — but they come 
with a lot of stress, too. 

“It’s pretty tough going into a 
restaurant that you don’t know,” 
Jimmy says. “You get put into an envi- 
ronment and you have to learn really 
quick — in 15, 20 minutes — how to 
do everything. 

“But it’s cool to see how other 
restaurants work,’ he adds. “Some- 
times it’s catering, sometimes its 
festivals, sometimes it’s prep work in 
warehouses for food trucks. So that’s 
exciting, but it does take a lot out of 


me. More than my normal job.” 

San Francisco’s been struggling to 
keep its service industry staff in place. 
Those who work low -paying jobs are 
being priced out of the city, and the 
kitchens suffer. Pared and Instawork 
help fill some of that gap, but the need 
is obvious. 

“For the most part, most places will 
try to hire me after a shift,” Jimmy 
says. “The city is short with line cook 
people and every restaurant is strug- 
gling to retain people working in this 
industry. Almost every single place I go 
more than once will offer me a job. But 
I like the flexibility of going in there 
and being able to check out and not 
having to go back.” 

For Jimmy, AB 5 could destroy his 
much-needed side work. He says he 
doesn’t want to be an employee of 
Pared or Instawork, but instead relies 
on the apps to fill in gaps in employ- 
ment or pay periods. 

“T was working in one place that I 
left, and it gave me the freedom to quit 
and work flexible hours until I find 
somewhere that I feel more comfort- 
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able with,” he says, adding that “I defi- 
nitely wouldn't want to be employed 
for them. I definitely like the freedom 
to do what I do.” 

That said, both apps appear to be 
changing, and the model is becoming 
more stressful. 

“They re getting really strict on 
the apps now. They got really brutal 
recently. If you're a no-call no-show or 
youre late there’s a point system and 
you could get deactivated. Everyone’s 
getting rated. The employers hiring us 
have more power than we do,” he says. 

But “I definitely think Pared and 
Instawork work,” Jimmy adds. “I feel 
like these two companies make sense. 
You don’t have to do 30 drives in one 
day. You do these small gigs and you 
make a good amount of money. You 
can set your limits on these apps. It’s 
enticing.” 


Glatt makes sure to mention 
that she has a bachelor’s degree. The 


62-year-old drove for Lyft for years, be- 
fore the company changes cut her pay 
and she began having health issues. 

“Two months ago, Lyft took from 
me surge pricing and incentives, and 
my earnings plummeted well below 
minimum wage,’ she says. The unex- 
pected changes have left her feeling 
powerless and without an income; it’s 
simply not worth it to drive for the 
company anymore. Despite the contri- 
bution she’s made to their success, she 
says it’s nearly impossible to get hold 
of anyone who works at the company, 
or to provide feedback as a driver. 

“What a driver must have is a way 
to voice our grievances, and Lyft and 
Uber have deliberately isolated drivers, 
pitting us against each other,” she says. 
“We must have the ability to stand 
together as drivers and not be afraid 
of deactivation or retaliation. We must 
have a seat at the table when it comes 
to decisions that affect drivers the 
most.” 

But the biggest drawback Gett expe- 
rienced driving for Lyft was health-re- 
lated.

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“After two years of driving I started 
experiencing horrible headaches that 
would keep me in bed for days. I was 
diagnosed with osteoarthritis, spinal 
stenosis, and osteoporosis, all of which 
I was told was due in part to sitting for 
long periods of time,” she says. “I paid 
out-of-pocket for physical therapy and 
acupuncture, but could only go when 
I made enough that week to cover the 
expense.” 

Gett’s not the only one to experi- 
ence physical and mental health issues 
while doing gig work — something 
she’s learned through organizing with 
Gig Workers Rising. 

“Anxiety and stress and isolation 
are a common problem that many driv- 
ers, including myself, experience,” she 
says. ‘My anxiety stemmed from a fear 
of being deactivated, getting random 
parking fines, moving violations, debt, 
and of course making enough money 
to live each day.”

Town Refastened.

The Hirshhorn Museum and 
Sculpture Garden in Washington, D.C., is 
one of the world’s most notable modern 
art destinations: a Smithsonian Institu- 
tion component that promotes its 
“groundbreaking exhibitions” and “im- 
portant collection of twentieth-century 
art.” That art includes the work of Hans 
Hofmann, the acclaimed German-Amer- 
ican abstract painter, but on a recent SF 
Weekly visit to the Hirshhorn, the num- 
ber of art-goers who stood before its 
Hofmann painting titled Oceanic —a 
colorful, mysterious, and almost mysti- 
cal work — was exactly zero. Even wait-

ing a few minutes and circling back 
produced the same number of art-goers: 
Zero. 

One reason there were so few 
Hofmann devotees that afternoon 
was that, in a nearby space, the Hir- 
shhorn was exhibiting the stunning, 
13-part film Manifesto, which stars 
Cate Blanchett as 13 different people 
who channel an art manifesto of the 
recent or not-so-recent past. A seem- 
ingly static Hofmann painting can’t 
compete with a multi-screened film 
that has Blanchett portray such figures 
as a screaming homeless man who has 
this to say about Situationism: “The 
present crisis has stripped capitalism 


naked. It stands more revealed than 
ever as a system of robbery and fraud, 
unemployment and terror, starvation 
and war.” Dozens and dozens of peo- 
ple stood at rapt attention inside the 
darkened gallery where Manifesto was 
on cascading screens — which was too 
bad for Hofmann. 

Seeing his paintings in isolation, as 
it were — with just a single work — is 
no way to experience an artist who 
helped change the scope of abstract 
painting. Hofmann, who died in 1966, 
needs the Cate Blanchett treatment: 
Multiple ways to take in his breadth 
of work. Which is why BAMPFA’s 
retrospective, “Hans Hofmann: The 
Nature of Abstraction,” is so reward- 
ing. We see more than 60 pieces, 
including some never before shown in 
a museum, that crystalize Hofmann’s 
ability to saturate canvases with colors, 
shapes, and moods. 

Like Mark Rothko and Jackson Pol- 
lock, who were Hofmann’s contempo- 
raries, Hofmann made abstract paint- 
ings that were a kind of performance 
art. Yes, they were canvasses that 
didn’t literally move, but their forms 
and formations were — and still are — 
portals in motion. A piece like Ocean- 
ic at the Hirshhorn or Nocturnal Splen- 
dor at BAMPFA takes your eyes all over 
the canvas, into areas of the painting 
that dip down, flatten, retreat, or over- 
lap into other segments of the work. 
It’s a mélange of movement — a move- 
ment of your eyes, and a movement 
of your brain as it tries to interpret 
the depths of the paintings. And at 
BAMPFA, there’s the movement of 
your feet as you traverse the different 
rooms that comprise the first-floor 
exhibition. So many art-goers who 
see Rothkos in multiplicity — which 
you can do at London’s Tate Modern 
or Houston’s Rothko Chapel — talk 
about the visceral, almost religious 
feeling they get from hanging out with 
the artist’s canvases. Hofmann’s works 
have that same capacity. But where 
Rothko frequently muted his colors 
or relied on just a few shades for each 
piece, Hofmann goes full throttle, as 
with Auxerre [Auxerre, France], a 1960 
canvas of jutting squares and rectan- 
gles that Hofmann filled with variant 
after variant of yellow, red, green, and 
blue. 

Yellow is the dominant color of 
Auxerre [Auxerre, France], suggesting 
planes of splayed sunlight. In fact, 
Hofmann was reportedly inspired 
by the light that emanates from the 
stained glass of Auxerre’s medieval 
cathedral. So there is a religious ele- 


ment to Auxerre [Auxerre, France], but 
art-goers don’t need to know that. Nor 
do they need to know that a private 
collector bought Auxerre [Auxerre, 
France] for $6.32 million in 2015. All 
they need to know is that — until July 
21 — Auxerre [Auxerre, France] is in a 
room at BAMPFA that, appropriately 
enough, is airy and well-lit. And that 
Hofmann himself would have want- 
ed it that way: For Auxerre [Auxerre, 
France] to be on public display for 
anyone to visit, in a museum that 
Hofmann helped establish. 

In 1963, after turning 80, Hofmann 
gave UC Berkeley 47 paintings and 
pledged $250,000 toward its Univer- 
sity Art Museum, which would open 
in 1970 on Bancroft Way. (After mor- 
phing into BAMPFA, it remained for 
decades until seismic issues forced the 
institution to move to its current loca- 
tion, where it reopened in 2016.) The 
groundbreaking donation — giving 
Berkeley a Hofmann collection unpar- 
alleled in the world — was Hofmann’s 
way of honoring the university for 
bringing him from Germany to teach 
there in 1930, at a time when Hitler’s 
Nazi Party was rising to power in his 
native country. Hofmann also taught 
at UC Berkeley in 1931, initially 
brought to California by Worth Ryder, 
chair of the school’s Department of 
Art, who had studied at Hofmann’s 
acclaimed Munich school in the 1920s. 
Hofmann was as well known for 
his teaching as his art-making, and 
when the New York Times published 
Hofmann’s obituary on its Feb. 18, 
1966 front page (which was dominat- 
ed by news of the Vietnam War), the 
paper headlined Hofmann as botha 
“painter” and a “teacher.” 

Ryder and other students described 
Hofmann as the art professor of their 
lives, and Hofmann’s indelible philos- 
ophies about art are embedded in his 
paintings and, thankfully, in words 
that Hofmann penned for a 1948 
book that, in 1967, was translated 
and published as “Search for the Real, 
and Other Essays.” The writing is as 
dynamic as Hofmann’s paintings, and 
one of his brilliant passages explains 
how two single lines on a page create 
tension between those lines, and ten- 
sion between the unity of those lines 
and the paper’s outline — which ulti- 
mately creates “movement and counter 
movement ... the lines may now give 
the idea of being two shooting stars 
which move with speed through the 
universe. Your empty paper has been 
transformed by the simplest graphic 
means to a universe in action. ‘This 


is real magic.” And it’s magic that, 
Hofmann says, can contain “visual and 
spiritual movements.” 

That’s what’s evident in Oceanic at 
the Hirshhorn and in virtually every 
work in “Hans Hofmann: The Nature of 
Abstraction.” That’s why it was so sur- 
real to see art-goers at the Hirshhorn 
rushing to see a film about art when 
they could have stopped and seen a 
work that said everything about art, 
and movement, and the ways that ab- 
straction can produce both a clarity of 
ideas and a freeing of them. 


This simultaneous “clarity” and 
“freeing” is also evident in two exhibits 
at the Luggage Store gallery. “Amy 
Trachtenberg: Covered in Sky” and “Eva 
Mitala: Float” take art-goers into an oth- 
erworldly realm where practical, dis- 
carded objects are repurposed into 
shadowy, layered abstract works of silk- 
screens on paper (Mitala) and repur- 
posed into colorful alchemies of stitched 
textiles, painted surfaces, odd papers, bi- 
cycle parts, and other materials (Tracht- 
enberg). Trachtenberg incorporates 
studio drop cloths and other personal 
items into her art pieces, but they don’t 
advertise their origins on initial viewing. 
Like Mitala — and Hofmann, for that 
matter — she makes connections that 
visitors can discern at their own pace. 
The Luggage Store exhibitions give visi- 
tors a wide collection of each artist’s 
work. Patterns of abstraction fill the gal- 
lery’s two spaces, but no definitive pat- 
tern emerges as you move from one 
arresting piece to the other.

Every time she’s on camera 
in the Netflix documentary Joan Did- 
ion: The Center Will Not Hold, Didion 
raises her right arm. Unable to control 
the trembling, she waves it back and 
forth as if she’s casting a spell to ward 
off bad news. Her voice also quavers. 
You can see her angular bones poking 
through the fabric that’s loosely 
draped around her body. The film is a 
portrait of the journalist’s past suc- 
cesses and how they lead up to her 
present fragilities, familiarizing the 
audience with the glamorous aspects 
of her work as well as her more per- 
sonal losses. The vulnerability Didion 
displays on camera isn’t intended to 
be deliberately manipulative even as 
the footage the director captures is 
raw and moving. 

Didion, a Sacramento native and 
late-in-life Celine model, is probably 
best-known for devastating novels 
like Play It As It Lays and for New 
Journalism essay collections like 
Slouching Towards Bethlehem and The 
White Album. After her husband, 
John Gregory Dunne, died in 2003, 
she wrote The Year of Magical Think- 
ing, amemoir about her months of 
grieving. She focuses the reader’s 
attention on how she does and does 
not cope with the absence of her 
husband — also a journalist, and 
Didion’s frequent collaborator — as 
well as that of their daughter, Quin- 
tana Roo, who had fallen ill with 
pneumonia and was unconscious 
when Dunne died. (She recovered, 
only to injure herself the following 
year by falling on an airport tar- 
mac.) As Didion was writing the 
book, Quintana’s condition failed to 
improve and she, too, died in 2005 
after Didion had finished the man- 
uscript. She then wrote a second 
book about her daughter’s life and 
death, Blue Nights. 

Didion has adapted both mem- 
oirs into the one-woman monologue 
The Year of Magical Thinking (at the 
Aurora Theatre Company through 
July 21). To play the character “Joan 
Didion,” the actress cast in the part 
has to decide whether or not to imi- 
tate the writer or to summon up the 
experience of her grief. In the origi- 
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The Year of Blue Nights and

nal production, Vanessa Redgrave’s 
voice naturally evoked Didion’s af- 
flicted state of mind. At Aurora, Sta- 
cy Ross’ approach departs from an 
homage, or imitation, of the person 
she’s portraying. Instead, she holds 
the audience’s attention by leading 
with her idea of resilience — and by 
moving from one part of the stage 
to another. 

As Didion, Ross recounts the 
night of Dunne’s death. Earlier in 
the day, they had visited Quintana 
in the hospital. When they got back 
to their apartment, the long-mar- 
ried couple sat down to eat dinner. 
While she’s mixing the salad, Didion 
writes, ‘John was talking, then he 
wasn't.” What she does so skillfully 
in the book is to combine her de- 
tached observational eye — the one 
that examines every detail of what- 
ever her subject happens to be — 
with a first-person account of being 
a witness to her husband’s death. 
It’s an unsentimental approach that 
becomes increasingly affecting as 
she turns that keen eye on her own 
psychology. 

She describes her mind’s inabil- 
ity to accept the loss, his absence, 
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Magical Thinking 


as “magical thinking.” A friend sug- 
gests that Didion give away Dunne’s 
clothes. This seems like a reasonable 
idea to her, but she stops herself. 
She can’t give his shoes away, she 
reasons, because he’ll need them 
when he comes back. That encapsu- 
lates the process of mourning. The 
griever is deluded and buoyed by the 
hope that the beloved will, someday 
soon, make his return. But as the 
weeks and months pass, so do her 
delusions and, sadly, her hopes. She 
also must turn her attention to her 
ailing daughter. 

Because the play condenses both 
books, the narrative Didion devel- 
ops about her husband in the first 
memoir quietly retreats as Quin- 
tana’s story comes to the fore. The 
Year of Magical Thinking then loses 
sway to Blue Nights, a memoir that’s 
held together by a rash of (under- 
standable) guilt-ridden, maternal 
confessions. Didion blames herself 
for Quintana’s illness and early 
death in a way that she doesn’t, and 
shouldn’t, hold herself accountable 
for her husband’s. In the second 
book, she even questions her career 
choices. Did she choose her writing 
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one too many times over caring for 
her adopted daughter? But none of 
this dramatically rich material en- 
ters into the play. 

In order to keep the audience in- 
terested in her accounts of hospital 
visits and changing diagnoses, Ross 
moves about the stage, sitting ina 
chair or facing different sections of 
the audience. To suggest a passing 
reflection, ethereal music plays in 
the background. The subdued light- 
ing frequently turns a brown, rocky 
background into a deep ocean blue. 
That blue transports Ross’ Didion 
back to California where she and 
Dunne and Quintana lived for over 
two decades. She comforts herself 
with her analyses but they’re also 
acting as a line of defense to keep 
her emotions at bay. Ross shows 
us that Didion is strong enough to 
repress her tears — until finally, the 
accumulation of heartache breaks 
her down.

Tattoo Uprising 


Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie 
Theater. 

We all want to believe the things that 
interest us are Important Things, but 
even by that standard Alan Govenar’s 
documentary Tattoo Uprising takes an 
inflated view of its subject, the history of 
tattooing. The word “uprising” is generally 
associated with slave revolts, for starters, 
and it doesn’t help that Uprising begins with 
context-free footage of a smiling Japanese 
woman serving drinks to white men ina 
jacuzzi, intercut with a white woman in 
cowgirl garb slowly removing her top to 
reveal a tattooed chest. Nothing shakes 
up the status quo like colonialism and 
heteronormative pandering, huh? (Suffice 
it to say, we see no #MeToo tattoos.) Tattoo 
Uprising is most interesting when it makes 
use of rare or never-seen footage from 
past documentaries, such as Les Blank and 
Werner Herzog showing off their dueling 
tattoos in a Burden of Dreams outtake. But 
Govenar’s stated conclusion that tattooing 
has gone “from being the most forbidden 
art form in the Western world to one of the 
most common’ is debatable at best — the 
most forbidden? Really? This proclamation 
is rather hilariously set over a montage 
of tattoo-shop storefronts that could 
be reused as-is in a documentary about 
economically depressed neighborhoods. On 
the plus side, Burning Man isn’t mentioned 
in Tattoo Uprising at all. That would be truly 
revolting. Sherilyn Connelly 


Marianne & Leonard: Words of Love 

Rated R. Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 

Nick Broomfield’s documentary Marianne 
& Leonard: Words of Love fails to support its 
own thesis. The facts: On the Greek Island 
of Hydra in the early 1960s, Canadian 
writer and poet Leonard Cohen found a 
muse in Norwegian expat Marianne Ilhen. 
The thesis: Their friendship and mutual 
influence remained intact until they both 
died as octogenarians in 2016. But, as the 
film demonstrates, when Cohen found 
success as a singer and a pussyhound in 
the late 1960s he essentially ghosted Ihen. 
Large swaths of Marianne & Leonard are 
about Cohen’s career, and every so often the 
movie’s all “Oh, and Ilhen also still existed.” 
That’s probably exactly how it felt to Cohen 
at the time — and some interviewees 
suggest Ilhen was doomed, since poets like 
Cohen are elusive creatures who can never 
be pinned down by a woman and all that 
other tired, Great Man hoo-haa. Broomfield 
tries to frame the fact that after many 
incommunicado decades, Cohen gave Ilhen 
front-row tickets to a 2009 Oslo concert — 
and later wrote her a letter when she was 
dying — as grand gestures capping their 
half-century romance, but it doesn’t scan. 
There may well be a crack in everything, 
yet very little light gets into Marianne & 
Leonard. Desert Dust sounds fun, though.

Izakaya Sushi Ran closed earlier 
this week, another casualty of the ev- 
er-challenging Castro. To brush aside 
that unfortunate contretemps over its al- 
legedly anti-homeless rainbow-painted 
rock (which was actually a Zen garden el- 
ement redecorated for Pride month), the 
successor to Nomica and cousin to Sau- 
salito’s Sushi Ran likely failed because it 
didn’t have an elevator pitch that jived 
with the neighborhood's let’s-party feel. 
The Castro, as a rule, does not reward 
complexity and nuance — and Izakaya 
Sushi Ran never fully coalesced around 
awamori, the Okinawan distilled rice 
spirit it hoped we'd all become fans of. 
(2223 Market St. is also something of a 
cursed space, having chewed through at

least five concepts since 2011.) 

But elsewhere in the city, Japanese 
restaurants are thriving. Omakase in 
particular has found a niche, with Ki- 
batsu settling into Lower Haight and 
The Shota flourishing Downtown. Even 
non-Japanese restaurants are edg- 
ing into chef’s-choice territory, with 
executive chef Manish Tyagi and bar 
manager Jeremy Harris at Civic Cen- 
ter contemporary Indian restaurant 
August (1) Five launching ATB, a $130 
experience available only at the bar. 

All this leaves a bit of a void at the 
middle level, which SoMa’s Hakashi 
Japanese Sushi Bar & Grill has shrewd- 
ly rushed to fill. Not everyone has the 
money for rarefied sushi very often 
— if ever — so chef and longtime 
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Sushi Ran veteran Julio Zapata has 
expanded from that starting point, in 
several directions. The most salient 

is cost: Hakashi is quite affordable, 
with a chirashi (a “scattered” bowl of 
sashimi-style fish over rice) that’s high 
on fish and low on vegetables topping 
out at $25. And a plate of pork gyoza is 
a mere $7. Second, SoMa being home 
to many thousands of people who have 
money to burn (relatively speaking) 

at lunch, Hakashi is open for lunch as 
opposed to just dinner. 

That’s a sensible move. And hon- 
estly, do we really need more ultraluxe 
restaurants that are open only for five 
hours, five nights a week? In the aggre- 
gate, they’re starting to feel like a fail- 
ure of urbanism. It’s on a lunch-centric 


block, too, almost flush with I-80 and 
next to the abominably named DarT- 
EAling Lounge but across from Garaje, 
La Briciola, and Picnic on Third. 

Lunch or dinner, casualness per- 
vades. The floor is herringbone and 
lounge-y, black leather couches occupy 
one corner, but Hakashi is less about 
ballet service or smoke-filled cloche 
domes and more about a server refill- 
ing every water glass in the room at 
one pass. This is a good thing: If you 
leave work with a craving for top-qual- 
ity fish without all the trappings, there 
aren't enough places like this. (There 
should be more places like this.) 

In all, it’s less a highbrow sushi 
restaurant with miraculous prices 
than a regular lunch place with an 
excellent chef’s counter. Depending 
on the day, if you sit there, you might 
receive a portion of fish without a 
word of explanation or you might be 
indulged with thorough explanations. 
One time, Zapata started explaining 
how he uses the break between shifts 
to make a quick airport run and buy 
fish and I started to think I was about 
to learn some genuine state secrets, 
but then he suddenly grew reticent, 
as if I had been sent by Mr. Slugworth 
to pocket an experimental Everlasting 
Gobstopper. 

Everything starts with miso soup, 
of course, still the best thing ever in- 
vented to jolt the palate awake. Order- 
ing bonito and ocean trout and giving 
the chef free rein to pick another two, 
I wound up with a manila clam ina 
snappy broth, a perfectly good boni- 
to, then the trout with a dab of yuzu 
skin and shishito that had marinated 
into the perfect synthesis. Golden eye 
snapper followed, as did salmon belly 
cured in soy sauce. Hot on the heels 
of that, the kitchen ejected a terrific 
oyako-don, a mix of chicken, vegeta- 
bles, and egg with dashi over rice. It’s 
basically a restrained sisig without the 
sizzling bowl. Hakashi has sake flights 
and fruit-forward cocktails along with 
the standard complement of Japanese 
beers, but it’s hard to envision that end 
of things taking off too much. This is a 
lunch place in a lunch part of town. It’s 
only that it feels as good as dinner.

On the corner of South Van Ness 
Avenue and 20th Street, San Jalisco isa 
warm, home-style Mexican restaurant 
that specializes in, well, exactly that: its 
specials. They serve breakfast all day, in- 
cluding chicharrones with huevos and 
four different types of chilaquiles. The 
menu at San Jalisco — a portmanteau 
that plays on San Francisco and the Mex- 
ican state of Jalisco — is huge, but it’s 
the homemade soups that will keep you 
coming back every week. Monday 
through Friday, they run through an as- 
sortment of delicious soups like caldo de 
mariscos (seafood stew with prawns, 
trout, octopus, and clams) and two dif- 
ferent types of pozole: verde de pollo y 
roja de puerco. Deeply flavorful, the po- 
zoles taste as if the recipes have been 
mastered over years and years, dappled 
as they are with corn hominy and gar- 
nished with cabbage, onion, and rad- 
ishes. The green chicken pozole is bright 
and zesty, while the red version with 
pork has a fiery, meatier spice. 

Today is Tuesday, so I'll be having 
the caldo de albondigas for lunch. It’s 
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a pork, beef, and herb meatball soup 
made with stewed vegetables, rice, and 
pico de gallo. The soup is bright and 
fresh. The surface is breached by float- 
ing, colossal hunks of beef and pork 
that tear apart like cotton candy. For 
those who like a little more adventure, 
San Jalisco also serves menudo on the 
weekends, a chile-and-tripe soup made 
with onion, oregano, and lemon. It’s 
fatty and rich with oily flavors, ideal 
for a ripping hangover (or a meal after 
church). 

These soups taste as good as some- 
thing only a loving grandmother could 
make, because that’s exactly what they 
are. Dolores “Josie” Padilla-Reyes has 
been running the restaurant for decades, 
which her parents had operated as far 
back as the 1950s. She continues to run 
the restaurant today alongside genera- 
tions of her family. The flavors that make 
this town have gone through a lot of 
changes over the years, but some things 
remain the same, and thank God San 
Jalisco is one of them.

The Best Things 
Behind the 
Counter at Swan 
Oyster Depot

On Lost, The Swan was the out- 
post where Desmond had to punch in 
certain numbers every 108 minutes or 
else the entire island would supposedly 
explode. That’s a lot of pressure, even 
more than people experience when they 
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want to eat at Swan Oyster Depot, see 
the line, then resign themselves to mak- 
ing other plans. 

On the Monday after the July 4 
weekend, the line was, at best, long-ish. 
SF Weekly angled for a spot ahead of 
first-timers and behind out-of-towners, 
who may not comprise overlapping cir- 
cles in a Venn diagram. (Passing through 
the kitchen later on the way to the re- 
stroom, a woman mentioned to us that 
she knew where it was even though she 
didn’t live in San Francisco.) 

Having been closed from June 30 
until July 7 — the announcement 
taped to the wall ends with “Thank 
You, God Bless America” — the Nob 
Hill staple returned with gusto to 
doing what it does, namely serving 
incredibly fresh seafood along with 
Anchor Steam. If you weren't sure, 
Swan Oyster Depot has no website of 
its own. A sign just above the analog 
vacation responder reads, in part, 
“Anything you see ONLine is UNautho- 
rized!! We only deal person to person!!! 
NO WEBSITE!!” It’s cash-only, too. 

This is the carapace of mystery that 
surrounds the core menu (as well as 
the secret menu). And the impossibly 
thick clam chowder still goes beau- 
tifully with the cold, fatty crab back, 
both of which require an extra order of 
bread to pick clean. 

One of the best things about 
long-lasting institutions is the way the 
Americana just accrues. Displaying the 
politics of a classic-rock radio station 
— patriotic, irreverently devout, mind- 
ful of city history, big fans of George 
Carlin, with the tabloid world-wea- 
riness of a veteran cabbie — Swan 
Oyster also has scientific diagrams of 
various species of crustaceans, sports 
jerseys, and a signed photograph of 
President Ronald Reagan. Loaves of 
bread barely conceal Irish whisky bot- 
tles. Bobbleheads compete for space 
with taped-up bills from currencies 
that later folded into the euro, vin- 
tage signs from Barbary Coast-era 
chowder joints, a pic of the Carlson 
Brothers (that nerdy-looking trio 
of penalty-prone hockey players on 
whom Slap Shot was based), and more 


sports jerseys. Part of it looks more 
like a back office than a clean-it-before- 
and-after-every-shift food prep area. 
The soundtrack is where dad-rock and 
lite-rock collide. 

You can order coffee; you can order 
milk. (Each costs $2.50.) You can get a 
crabsanthemum, which is just what it 
sounds like. While a half-dozen Kuma- 
moto oysters ($18) is the right way to 
start off, it’s the crab back that’s oblig- 
atory. It’s as briny as the sea, as salty 
as a broth, and just buttery enough to 
knock it out of the nutritious column 
and into the fortifying category. Proba- 
bly the only misstep Swan makes is the 
big bottles of Tabasco (the sorriest hot 
sauce after Frank’s), but you can chalk 
that one up to tradition. Squint at the 
non-linear menu — the one on the 
wall is the only one — and it could be 
Art Nouveau, advertising homemade 
tartar sauce and horseradish via draw- 
ings of life preservers plus the Swan 
Special (shrimp cocktail and a Bud for 
$13 — it’s “Swanderful”). There’s a 
five-dollar charge for melted butter. If 
you don’t like it, you’re out ten bucks, 
because there’s a five-dollar charge for 
whining, too. 

The line is long at Swan Oyster 
Depot because the staff treat you 
warmly, deftly rearranging the lob- 
ster forks and little plates around the 
oyster crackers and the mignonette 
caddy when it’s time to drop that crab 
back. You will not feel rushed. In fact, 
Swan Oyster Depot is one big brilliant 
fakeout, a benign con. Between the 
decor and the we-don’t-take-anyone’s- 
shit attitude, you sit down expecting 
to be dealt with by an impatient guy 
whose default facial expression reads, 
“C’mon.” Instead, you feel looked after, 
babied. Nervous about what might be 
too much food and what’s not enough? 
Maybe they’ll encourage you to re-eval- 
uate half-way through, then order 
more. They don’t want you out. They 
want you happy. And you will be. Wel- 
come back, Swan Oyster Depot.

1090 Point Lobos | San Francisco | 415-386-3330 | CliffHouse.com 
some restrictions apply. Promotions are not valid on holidays. 
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— and it’s a far cry from “69, 89, one- 
oh-nine.” 

And it reopens after a renovation 
this Saturday, July 13, timed with 
Pacifica Beach’s 20th Annual Kahuna 
Kupuna Benefit Surf Contest. There’s 
artwork by muralist Nora Bruhn, com- 
posting and recycling, some branded 
towels and other stuff, and alcohol — 
such as some unspecified local beers 
plus frosé and margaritas in the form 
of Twisted Freezes. 

It’s now a Taco Bell Cantina, like 
the 710 Third St. location in SoMa that 
took two years to open because the 
neighbors were worried it would turn 
into a cesspool of drunk sports fans ex- 
iting Oracle Park. Unlike other famous 
cantinas, you don’t have to leave your 
droids outside, either. 

Prior to the renovation, the Paci- 
fica Taco Bell had three stars on Yelp, 
which is about average for a fast-food 
establishment. While lots of people ex- 
tol its aesthetic beauty, the complain- 
ers seem to cite the same three things 
over and over: It’s understaffed, it’s not 
very clean, and the food takes forever. 
Hopefully, cantina-fication will remedy 
these grave concerns. 

Oh, and if you’re wondering why 
Taco Bell is so modest about calling 
the Pacifica location merely “one of” 
the most beautiful Taco Bells on Planet 
Earth, it has rivals. A brick one in Gua- 
temala City looks rather stunning, to 
be honest, as does the retro-’90s one in 
Lathrop, just east of Tracy. PLK

Slash No Longer Hungers for 





Destruction 


Slash Ft. Myles 
Kennedy and the 
Conspirators

The mythos of Slash is a dense 
fog of debauchery and musicianship. 
Widely considered one of the best rock 
guitarists on the planet, the man best 
known for his bombastic riffs and trade- 
mark top hat will return once more to 
San Francisco when he plays the Warf- 
ield on July 15 (under the name Slash Ft. 
Myles Kennedy and the Conspirators). 

Despite the fact that residents don’t 
seem to adore the Warfield in the same 
way they lavish praise on other local 
venues, it remains a special place for 
Slash. 

“The Warfield is probably one of 
my favorite venues in the country,’ he 
says. ‘It’s a little bit of a second home.” 

The days of Slash fighting Axl Rose 
for elbow room during a van ride from 
Los Angeles to a gig in San Francisco 
may be long gone, but his affinity for 
the Bay Area as an escape away from 
Los Angeles remains. Recalling road 
trips that he used to take with his 
mother and “all of her hippie friends,” 


Slash says journeying up to Big Sur and 
then on to San Francisco was a regular 
pastime. 

When GNR was just starting out 
in 1985, the second show they played 
outside of Los Angeles took place at 
the Stone — a defunct rock venue in 
North Beach that’s now the Penthouse 
Club. Slash’s personal favorite Bay Area 
memory occurred while GNR was in 
town for a gig at the Warfield in 1988. 

“Td been using these two guitars 
that were these really nice, handmade 
Les Pauls,” he explains. “One of them 
I'd use on the records and the other 
one was a backup. | was thrashing the 
shit out of them. Gibson sold me, at 
cost, two brand-new Les Pauls. I re- 
tired the old ones and those two new 
Les Pauls ended up being my main 
guitar all the way up until ... I still use 
them.” 

Although Slash will always be best 
known as the lead guitarist for Guns 
N’ Roses, his output includes tenures 
with numerous bands. In 1994, he 
formed Slash’s Snakepit in the wake

of his departure from GNR. Later, he 
teamed with former bandmates Duff 
McKagan and Matt Sorum to form Vel- 
vet Revolver. Featuring Stone Temple 
Pilots’ Scott Weiland on vocals, the 
band was active from 2002-08. 

Since then, Slash has been playing 
with singer Myles Kennedy, bassist 
Todd Kerns, and drummer/keyboardist 
Brent Fitz. As Slash Ft. Myles Kennedy 
and the Conspirators, the group has re- 
leased three albums, including 2018's 
Living the Dream. In 2016, Slash also 
returned to GNR alongside McKagan 
for the “Not in This Lifetime” reunion 
tour. As of December 2018, it stands 
as the second-highest-grossing tour of 
all time. 

Given Slash’s rock star pedigree, 
he’s often asked by the press to serve 
as an unofficial spokesperson for the 
health of rock ’n’ roll. It’s not a role he 
ever wanted. 

“Tm not one of those people,” he 
says. I’m not a big, outspoken advo- 
cate of anything, really. I just quietly 
do my own thing. I do get asked a lot 


of questions about things that I feel 
like I have to comment on but I don’t 
feel comfortable in that role at all, no. 
I don’t even know the answers half the 
time.” 

Despite his lack of enthusiasm for 
the subject, Slash does admit that he’s 
not entirely sure all of the fervor pro- 
claiming the death of rock is actually 
such a bad thing. 

“I do dig that rock is the underdog 
and the underbelly of the whole music 
business — which sucks,” he says. 

Overall, chatting with Slash is a sur- 
prisingly low-key affair. 

For a man who once famously hid a 
mountain lion cub in his room at the 
Four Seasons, he’s remarkably reflec- 
tive and thoughtful in conversation. 
Asked if he’s seen Leaving Neverland 
— a recent HBO documentary that fo- 
cuses on two men who allege that Mi- 
chael Jackson sexually abused them as 
children — the pop singer’s one-time 
collaborator concedes that he has not 
but sounds genuine when he adds that 
he plans to soon. 

His tone gets excited when talking 
about a forthcoming GNR pinball ma- 
chine (“nothing has ever come out like 
it”) but sits at even keel when discuss- 
ing the circumstances that led him to 
get sober in 2006. 

“Thad so many fucking near-misses 
and that just didn’t seem to faze me,” 
he says. “It came to a head for me after 
a pretty tumultuous 2005 with Velvet 
Revolver. I was just falling down that 
black abyss again and I was like, ‘I can’t 
get high anymore. This just doesn’t 
work.’ So I put myself in a facility for 
a month and got my head together. I 
haven't done it since. I haven’t had the 
urge to do it since.” 

Luckily for fans, it’s an urge to make 
music that’s survived alongside the 
man himself. 

“As you know,” he adds, “I didn’t go 
anywhere — and it doesn't look like 
I’m going to.”

When it comes to the history of Australian dance music, PNAU essentially 
wrote the book, as the long-running production trio has seen their share 
of commercial and critical success, and have proven that they are more 
than capable of evolving their sound without compromising their vision. 
The group started in the late 90s when classmates Nick Littlemore and 
Peter Mayes experimented with various forms of dance music, releasing 
their acclaimed deep house debut, Samabnova, in 1999. After a brief hiatus 
following the release of their underrated sophomore effort Again, Littlemore 
and Mayes reunited in 2007 to write more than 200 new songs, some 

with Littlemore’s brother (and eventual third member) Sam. The ensuing 
result was PNAU’s third self-titled album, an incredible future disco opus 
that boasts appearances from Ladyhawke and Luke Steele. The success of 
this self-titled effort inspired Steele and Nick Littlemore to begin a music 
project together as Empire of the Sun, a duo who would go on to dominate 
the dance universe at the turn of the decade with their now-classic album, 
Walking on a Dream. The group found a notable fan in Elton John, who 
happily collaborated with PNAU on their 2011 album Soft Universe and the 
2012 rework-album Good Morning to the Night. The group’s latest effort, 
Changa, is a carefree house party with tribal and deep elements that will
